NARK YOUR 
BALLOTS NOW 
FOR PRIMARY 

Voters who expect to mark their 
ballots Intelligently at the primarj 
election next Tuesday must needs do 
some studying. In addition they should 
mark their sample ballots in advance 
as they expect to vote and take them 
into the voting booth for reference. 
Otherwise it will lie impossible to vote 
in the space of time allowed by law. 

Y\ bile three minutes is the limit specl- 
lled, it is not likely tliul such u pro¬ 
vision would be enforced unless there 
should be such a rush that it became 
apparent some would be prevented 
from voting by allowing others more 
than the allotted three minutes. 

Many requests have come to the 
News for information regarding candi¬ 
dates of all parties. Accordingly some 
information is here given in an effort 
to help voters get some of the candi¬ 
dates for important otlices properly 
placed In their minds. 

PROGRESSIVE TICKET 
Progressives will have the easiest 
task of all so far as selecting party 
candidates is concerned. From gov¬ 
ernor down, but a single candidate ap¬ 
pears for most of the offices. Johnson 
and Kshelman for governor and lieu¬ 
tenant governor will receive the unan¬ 
imous party vote and will be unbeat¬ 
able at the November election. 

The only important contest among 
Progressive candidates is that between 
Howell and Heney for United States 
Senator. Hath are able, sincere work¬ 
ers for the best things in government. 
Mr. Howell seems to the writer to be 
the better fitted tor the position tem¬ 
peramentally. He is one of the sanest 
and aldest of American writers on po¬ 
litical and economic subjects and 
would take a commanding position in 
tin* senate. 

Hon. t'harles \V. Hell has served ac¬ 
ceptably as representative in congress 
from tills district and should be nom¬ 
inated and re-elected, lie has been on 
dots in Washington for the past IS 
months, not even coming home for tin' 
present campaign. 

REPUBLICAN MATERIAL 

Keekers for the Republican guberna- ; 
tonal nomination are numerous. The 
only ones who have a chance of land- i 
lug are reactionary. The tight seems 
to lie between Fredericks, tile Otis 
candidate, and Keesling. The latter J 
shows Ills colors by furnishing argu- 
mint against tile "Blue Sky Law" 
which will appear oti tlie November 
ballot as a referendum measure.

Republicans who wish to vote for 
men of progressive tendencies for other 
otlices should put a cross after the 
names of John M. Kshelinan for lieu¬ 
tenant governor; F. J. O'Hrien, secre¬ 
tary of state; John S. Chambers, con¬ 
troller; Friend \V. Richardson, treas¬ 
urer; U. S. a. Weld), attorney gen¬ 
eral. and W. S. Kingsbury, surveyor 
general. Practically all the others rep¬ 
resent the re-uctionary wing of the 
party, or the "old guard.” 

DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES 

General opinion seems to place the 
Democratic nomination for governor 
between Hall of Bakersfield and White 
of Watsonville, the latter a brother of 
the late Senator White, with not much 
advantage on either side. For l lilted 
States Senator James D. Phelan Is the 
best of the Democratic aspirants. 

NON PARTISAN OFFICES 

For judicial, county and township 
otlices all parties have the same ballot. 
Of candidates for chief Justice of the 
supreme court Judge Angellotti is one 
of the retiring associate Justices with 
nil enviable record. Judge Bordwell of 
Isis Angeles has an enviable record on 
the superior bench. No mistake would 
be made In voting for either. For as¬ 
sociate Justice four good candidates 
appear for the two positions. 

Judge N. P. Conrey appears for re- 
election as presiding Justice of the 
court of appeal. Judge Conrey won 
many warm admirers by Ills abb- hand¬ 
ling of the condemnation suit brought 
by tlie city of Sierra Madre against the 
Baldwin estate, in which he adwarded 
the Baldwin half of the Little Santa 
Anita canyon water to this city. That 
decision made a municipal water sys¬ 
tem possible for Sierra Madre. Judge 
Conrey has the endorsement of most of 
tlie lawyers who have expressed them¬ 
selves to the writer on tlie contest. 

Selection of the best ten candidates 
for superior judge out of tlie long list 
is not easy. Judge Hewitt deserves 
tlie unanimous vote of Sierra Madre 
for the Invaluable assistance he lias 
rendered the city through tlie long ne¬ 
gotiations for a municipal water sys¬ 
tem He has made good as Judge since 
Ills appointment a year ago. Other 
incumbents appearing for re-election 
wlm arc deserving of support arc 
Judges John W. Khcnk.

The 1016 committee on entertain¬ 
ment. with headquarters in Los An¬ 
geles. and of wlileh tin* county super¬ 
visors an* members, have started out 
to raise over $600,000 by taxation "for 
the purpose of entertaining the hosts 
thit will visit I,>s Angeles next year." 

And who is to protit by these mil¬ 
lions of visitors’.' Will it la* the home 
owner in South Pasadena who will be 
taxed ' Will it la* the rancher who is 
struggling to make a little extra 
money? or will it be the railroads, the 
street car companies, the hotels, the 
restaurants, the saloons, the places of 
amusement and the real estate men? 

The committee states that it is tin* 
intention tu levy a tax of six cents on 
the $liHi of valuation, for a period of 
two years. This would take $7,000 from 
South Pasadena. Would litis city re¬ 
ceive $7,000 worth of publicity by this 
method'.’ If she were to spend that 
amount for publicity purposes, would 
she not receive vastly greater bctietits 
by handling the money herself? 

But sin* would not spend anything 
like that sum It is not necessary. 
One thousand would be ample. Yet the 
istlf, committee, of which the county 
supervisors are members, propose to 
make us pay seven times that sum. and 
they will handle the money to suit 
themselves.

He uas appointed by the city 
council to till the vacancy in August, 
1310. lie succeeded himself the follow¬ 
ing year, carrying the election by a 
handsome majority. 

During tlie seven years he spent in 
tin- city attorney's office Judge Shenk 
handled many important cases and tlie 
involved and important detail work of 
the office. Perhaps tin- most important 
litigation in which Judge Shenk parti¬ 
cipated while in tlie office of the city 
attorney, from a statewide standpoint, 
uas tlie injunction brought by the 
Sunset Telegraph and Telephone com¬ 
pany against the city of Pomona to 
enjoin the city from interfering with 
the right claimed by the company to 
occupy the streets without getting a 
franchise therefor from tlie city gov¬ 
ernment. The city won in the lower 
courts but the United States circuit 
court of appeal held that pole line 
companies had the right to use the 
streets of a municipality without » 
franchise. On account of tlie impor¬ 
tance of tlie issue involved, the v it> 
council of Los Angeles authorized 
Judge Shenk to carry tlie cause, on be¬ 
half of the city of Pomona, to the su¬ 
preme ‘court of the United Slates. 
There tlie ruling of tile circuit court 
of appeal was reversed, and today, 
thanks to tlie able work of Judge 
Shenk, every pole line company in the 
state has to secure a franchise before 
it can string its wires in any city in 
California. 

Judge Shenk is forty years of age 
and a native of Vermont. He passed 
his boyhood days on a farm near 
Omaha. He is a graduate of tlie Ohio 
Wesleyan university and later took his 
law course in tlie University of Michi¬ 
gan Law School. His studies at the 
University were interrupted by a year's 
service in an Ohio volunteer fegiment 
in tlie war with Spain. He was with 
General Miles' army in tlie occupation 
of Porto Rico.
